MORE TALK ABOUT HIGH LEVEL 
BRIDGE 


Another meeting of the city alder- 
men and the C. P. R. officials took 
place in the city hall at 4 o’clock yes- 
terday afternoon anent the high level, 
bridge and the company’s entrance to 
the city and the placing of the shops 
here. The officials who met the coun- 
cil were R. R. Jamieson, general su- 
perintendent, and Mr. McPherson, div- 
ision engineer, The C. P. R. people 
made no proposition to the city coun- 
cil, but askec for one. It will be re- 
membered that at the time that the 
Canadian Northern entered the city the 
council vouchsafed to the C. P. R. that 
if they were willing to enter the city 
and place,their shops and roundhouses 
within thé city limits that the city 
would extend to them the game treat- 
ment as toacash subsidy, i.e, $25,000 
as had been extended to the C. N. R. 
although it could and would not give 
the same amount of land. At the meet-

The 
whole pcpulation, exeept the Germans, 
are Catholics, the Poles being Roman 
Catholic without’ exception and using 
the Latin language in their service, 
the Ruthenians being without excep- 
tion by law Greek Catholic, that being 
the official name of the Church. There 
is nct in the whole of Galicia one sin- 
gle Orthodox Church except a small 


chapel in the City of Lemberg, tolerat- | 


ed for the use of the Russian Ambassa- 
dor and his suite. There is no church 
in the world officially called ‘‘The Un- 
ited Greek Church” and the man who 
#ays sO Knows nothing about the sub- 
ject. The Ruthenians, that is the Gal- 
icians of Ruthenian or Little Russian 
race in Galicia, are today to one man 
Greek Catholics, or Ruthenian Cathol- 
ics, and the people who came from 
Galicia at periods varying from ten 
years up to the present day were 
Greek Catholics and nothing else, as 
the laws of Austria prevent them from 
being anything else. The word ‘‘Unit- 
ed Greek’’ has never been used offic- 
jally as applicable to any church. The 
Hutnenian Catholic Church or the 
Greek Catholic Church is also called 
the ‘‘Uniate Church” being Catholic in 
religion but Greek in rites and observ- 
ances. 

The paragraph with regard to the 
Russian Bishop in San Francisco and 
the building of the church commenced 
in 1897 may be iet pass, being one of 
the vexed questions in the suit. 

“The case went to the courts in 1891.’ 
This is of course a mistake for ‘‘1901.” 

Mr. Beck was never retained in any 
capacity for the Greek Catholic church. 
I alone was the solicitor up to the 
time of the formation of my partner- 
ship with Mr. Griesbach. I have much 
pleasure in saying that Mr. Beck, be- 
ing very well versed in matiers con- 
nected with the Roman Catholic reli- 
gion, took a deep inierest in the case 
and was from time to time consulted 
by me, but he only once appeared in 
Court and was never known in any 
way in connection with the suit. The 
case for the Greek Catholic church wag 
conducted by me from first to last, in- 
cluding the argument at Ottawa.

the city and district have bee 
by the secretary; and nearly as many 
replies have been sent. In most cases 
the questions asked are so numerous 
and so diverse that it is impossible to 
devise printed matter to cover them. 
And in cases where it appeared that 
enquirers . were genuinely interested 
and intended moving, their letters were 


answered ‘occasionally at considerable 


length. 

“Over three hn ndred 
were seen personally by the secretary, 
to whom the fullest information wae 
given, and the advantages of settling 
in territory commercially tributary to 
Edmonton carefully ex plained. 

“Several gentlemen prominent in 
eastern business life, who might assist 
in the business development of the city 
or district, and a number of journal- 
ists representing influential papers 
were driven out by the secretary 2 
yarious times and shown the richness 
of our natural resources and the ad- 
vantages of Edmonton as a manufac- 
turing and wholesale centre carefully 
explained. A large number of others 
were taken out by the president or 
other members of the board. These 
gentlemen invariably went away with 
very favorable impressions, ahd much 
good must result from the information 
these influential men will spread in 
the eastern centres, and from the very 
favorable comments which the journa- 
ists referred to have made in the ed- 
itorial and news columns of their pa- 
pers.” - 

A. T. Cushing ,as chairman of the 
committee elected te devise a scheme of 
re-organization hy which the labors of 
the board for the ensuing year could 
be made more effective, made his re- 
port outlining his scheme. In brief 
the proposition is that the board be di- 
vided into four committees and that 
from these committees be drafted six 
sub-sections, each of which is to re- 
present some particular line of business 


new-comers 


or industry peculiar to itself, and that 
tne members of each committee and its 
sub-sections be composed of members 
engaged in that- particular branch of 
trade or industry, or such as by the 
nature of their business are thorough- 
ly acquainted with tne branch to which 
committee they belong. For chairmen 
of the four committees he proposed that 


the president and first, seCond and 
third vice-presicents should be elected, 
and that the chairmen of the sub-sec- 
tions of the committees should be se- 


lected by the members of the sub-sec- 
tions and that they with the president, 
secretary and vice-president should act 
as members of the council of the board 
of trade. 

Acting along these lines, the board he 
thought, could do more effective work 
in promoting the establishment of in- 
dustrial enterprises, civic welfare, 
better railway facilities, the establish- 
ment of new wholesale and retail hous- 
es and otherwise get into immediate 
touch with the people who are wanted 
in Edmonton. In submitting the report 
he said that there could not be a more 
important committee than the commit- 
tee for the establishment of industrial 
enterprises, and therefore they had put 
the industrial committee under the 
chairmanship of the first vice-president. 

With regard to the civic committee, 
he said that it was not the purpose to 
overlook the work of the city council, 
but only to deal with such civic mat- 
ters as affected trade. 

It was moved by J. H. Gariepy, fse- 
conded by Mr. Webster that the report 
of the committee on organization be 
adopted. 

The election of officers were pro- 
ceeded with and Mr. Picard moved the 
nomination of A. T. Cushing as presi- 
dent of the board. Mr. Webster in se- 
conding paid a tribute to the retiring 
president and said a few words for the 
activity of the nominee, Mr. Cushing. 

No other nominations were made and 
Mr. Cushing was elected unanimously 
to the position of president of the’ Ed- 
monton board of trade 
1906. 


On nomination by C. B. Pardee, es- 
conded by F. W. Strathey, John A. Mc- 
Dougall was elected first vice-president 
and chairman of the committee to pro- 
mote industrial enterprises. 

On motion of A. T. Cushing and John 


for the year | 


A. McDougall, T. W. Lines was elect- 
ed second vice-president and chairman 
of the transportation committee. 

Messrs. Turnbull and Mackenzie no- 
minated Mr .Short as third vice-presi- 
dent and chairman of the civic interests 
committee. 

It was pointed out later tn the meet- 
ing that the committee had overlooked 


a very important foatuee in not includ- 
ing a grain committee, as the grain 
industry wag the foundation of Edmon- 
ton’s greatness, and Mr. John Ross was 
elected as president of a grain commit- 
tee which ‘was addéd to;the list. 

For the sub-sections, ¢convenors of 
were named by the 
board, the selection of permanent of- 
ficers being left to the sub-sections 
themselves. A. B. Campbell was elect- 
ed as convenor of the manufacturer's 
sub-section 6f the industrial commit- 
tee, by acclamation. 

J. H. Gariepy was nominated as con- 
venor of the wholesaler’s section, but 
J. B. Mercer moved that J. Fq Morris 
be nominated pointing out that he, as 
manager of the A. Macdonald concern 
was a bonafide wholesaler, which 
precipitated a discussion, the only one 
of the meeting, as to what rightly con- 
stituted a wholesalers “Finally the 
sélection of a convenor of the whole- 
saler’s sub-section wae left to a ballot, 
and J. H. Gariepy ws elected by 18 
votes to J. H. Morris’ 16. Mr. Mercer 
declined to accept a nomination in this 
capacity. 

For the retailers sub-section, K. W. 
Mackenzie was unanimously elected as 
convenor and for the réal estate and in- 
surance branches, Messrs -Butchart and 
Round were nominated, but Mr. Butch- 
art withdrew, giving the nomination to 
Mr. Round. In the professional  sec- 
tion H, C..Taylor was named and the 
nominations were closed and the secre- 
tary, Mr. Fisher was appointed to the 
head of the publicity department. 

The election of officers having been 
completed, Mr. Cushing took the chair 
and John A. McDougall, in a few weil 
chosen words, moved a vote of thanks 
to the retiring presidewi, A. B. .Cam- 
bell, which was unanimously and 
heyrtily passed. 

The only other business touched on 
before closing was with regar¢ to the 
secretary’s salary. It was pointed out 
by Mr. McDougall that the council of 
the board had looked into this matter 
before and that they had found that the 
secretary had been required to pay for 
his assistance in a stenographic capa- 
city out of $100 a month salary, which 
deduction left him not a very handsome 
stipend. Mr. McDougall stated that the 
council of the board had concluded that 
$2000 was about the correct figure for 
the ensuing year, out of which he 
would be enabled to pay a stenographer 
and retain proper remuneration for his 
work. The matter was left in the 
hands of the council, with a motion by 
Mr. Strathy that suitable assistance for 
the secretary be provided for.

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BOARD OF TRADE, 


A.B, Campbell Reviews the Progress of Edmonton for the 
Past Year and Predicts Continued Prosperity | 


The eleven months that have elaps- 
ed since our last Annual Meeting, have 
been a period of great activity for the 
Board of Trade, and an unusually 
large number of important matters 
have come up for your. consideration, 
or that of the council, and these will 
be referred to in the report of our sec- 
retary; I will not take up your time 
by referring to them here. During the 
period referred to, many events heve 
transpired which are matters of hear- 
ty congratulation to the business men 
of Edmonten. 

The last of these events ia. Pad 
logical order is perhaps of the great- 
est significance in relation to Edmon- 
ten’s material advancement. I refer to 
the completion of the Canadian Nor- 
thern Railway. This event marked a 
most important epoch in the develop- 
ment of the City, and the driving of 
the last spike, on the 24th cf Novem- 
ber last, transformed Edmonton from a 
merely local centre at the end of a 
branch line, into a commercial met- 
ropolis, for an immense territory, 


with all the advantages derived from | 
the competition of great rival ee 


portation systems. 

Great as is the benefit derived from ! 
the advent of the C.N.R., it marks but 
the beginning of railway development 
in Central Alberta, and it now seems 
almost a certainty that the present 
railway mileage centreing at Edmon- 


ton, either in operation, under con- 
struction or definitely lecated, will, 
judging from. present indications, at 


least have been doubled by the date 


of our next annual meeting. 

With commendable enterprise the 
Canadian Northern’ Raiiway-on the 
completion of their» main line to E4- 
monton, immediately commenced the 
construction of lines to the west and 
north, which it is understood, will 


pe pushed. vigorously during the com- 
ing season. It is reported that the 
Grand Trunk Pacific have recently Ict 
contracts for the construction of their 
line as far aj Edmonton, and work. 
it is expected, will be commenced at 
different points and pushed with vigor 
the coming summer, and that the speed 
with which the line will be built to 
Edmonton will only be limited by the 
men available for construction work. 

It is rumored that another great sys- 
tem will in the near future commence 
the construction of a line connecting 
Edmonton with one of the dines south 
of the international line. 

It is. understood that the Canadian 
Pacific Railway Company intends at 
an early date to commence the con- 


i struction of a high level bridge, thus 


permitting their trains to run into Ed- 
monton. 

Ancther subject for sincere congrat- 
ulation is the magnificent crop of 
1905, I think it is a safe statement 
to make that nowhere on the American 


continent has any considerable area ev- 
er produced a crop of grain equalling 
in yield and quality that which was 
harvested last fall in the Rdmonton 
district. In many instances the value 
of the crop raised by the Edmonton 
farmers equalled the value of the land 
on which it was grown. The recent 
seed grain exhibition, organized by the 
Alberta Farmers’ Association, has 
demonstrated in a striking manner the 
capabilities of this section as a grain 
producing one. The one hundred or 
more exhibits shown, were from farm- 
ers representing every section of this 
district, and the poorest samples ex- 
hibited would in any other community 
be considered a high grade grain. The 
supremacy of the Edmonton district in 
the production of oats has been gen- 
erally admitted, and they have come 
to be recognized as the best the world 
produces, but this exhibition has dem- 
onstrated that in the production of 
other grain it excels as. well. In 
the spring wheat classes there were 
shown samples of Red and White Fife 
fully equall to the best ever produced 
in these sections of the West where 
wheat is almost the only crop grown. 

In the Winter Wheat Classes, the 
samples. exhibited were particularly 
gratifying. Only during the past few 
years has this wheat been grown in 
this district, but it has passed the ex- 


perimental stage. The Turkey Red 
Wheat shown at this exhibition was 
a credit to the farmer who grew it. 


and in my judgment superior to that 
of the best samples I have seen from 
those sectiuns where winter wheat is 
almost the sole crop. The yields ob- 
tained moreover have been eminently 
satisfactory. So far as I can learn the 
lowest yields of winter wheat in this 
district last year were 25 bushels per 
acre, while in many instances yields 
of over 45 bushels have been obtained. 


The milling value of this wheat is 
high, coming very close to the best 
Red Fife. 

The greatest developments taking 
place in the Edmonton district and the 
advantages offered in the city as a 
field for commercial, industrial ana 
financial enterprise. have during the 
year attracted the attention of men 
prominent in Bastern financial and 


commercial! circles. and the confidence 
of Eastern capital in the future of Ha- 
monton has been exemplified by the 
fact that three at deast and pogsibly 
more of the Canadian Chartered Banks 
are preparing to open branches here. 
bringing the total of Chartered Banks | 
up to 12 or 13. An important Loan | 
Company has lately established 
branch here, and three additional whoie- | 
sale houses have started business, or | 
are arranging to do so. 

A large and up-to-date flouring mill 
has been added to our industrial enter- 
prises.

While there has been a very ercti- 
fying increase to the number of our 
Financial and Commercial Institutions. 
there has not been shown quite the 
same advance in industrial enterprises. 
New manufacturing enterprises are né- 
Cessary if thé present healthy and sat- 
isfactory business conditions are to be 
maintained. In the gu t 
fuller and’ more ettedtive weghe testa 
of the Board, which later in the after- 
noon be laid before you by a committee 
having the matter under consideration, 
there is a provision for a Committee 
whoge duty it will be to promote the 
establishment of new industries. With 
the immense deposits of coal and na- 
tural gas at our doors we can! believe 
that we shall become the manufactur- 
ing city of the West. At few places in 
the world can coal be mined as cheaply 
as in Edmonton, and I am glad to say 
that more improved systems of mintng 
are being inaugurated, thereby reducing 
the cost. I am pleased to gay that 
there now. séetns to be a faif prospect 
of very considerable markets being 
opened up for our coal, and there pro- 
mises to be very important develop- 
ments in this industry in the near fu- 
ture. Its value is becoming recogaiz- 
ed and the completion of the Canadian 
Northern Railway has made it possible 
to distribute the commodity throughout 
a large territory to the east of us 
| having no local fuél supply. 

An active campaign of publicity has 
been carried on with the object of raak- 
ing known the advantages and oppor- 
tunities of this city and district, so far 
as the funds at the disposal of the sec- 
retary would permit, and considering 
the small expenditure, it is believed 
that particularly satisfactory results 
have been achieved. It is considered that 
the campaign started last year should 
be followed up somewhat more exten- 
sively this year, for which purpose 
you will be asked to sanction a larger 
appropriation than was available last 
year. 

On the erection of the old territory 
of Alberta, Athabasca and Saskatche- 
wan, Edmonton attained new dignity 
by being selected as the provisionai 

Capital of the Prevince of Alberta. 
While the material advantages to be 
derived from being a seat of Govern- 
ment, even if the honor is retained, 
are possibly not large, the selection is 
a pleasing recognition of Edmonton’s 
position as the geographical centre of 
the province and of its importance as 
the chief railway centre and future 
Metropolis of Alberta. It is believed 
that during the next-two years the 
soundness of the judgment of these 
who made that eelection will be just- 
ified by the developments that will 
have taken place in Central Alberta. 
Owing to the great development of 
trade, and the great increase in our 
population, the future of Edmonton is 
assured. The récognition of these facts 
has naturally hada very marked effect 
On realty prices and as was inevita- 
ble. sore very high figures have been 
reached for well situated business 
property, and many gales have’ been 
made at prices ‘entirely satisfactory 
io the holders. While some of the fig- 
ures reached are phenomenal for a 
small city, they are justified by the 
circumstances, and the values will be 
maintained, and must still increase. 
The property was wanted by the pur- 
chasers, not for speculation, but for ac- 
tual use. The amount of property for 
sale in the most desirable business lo- 
cations is limited, and thoge needing 
such property on which to erect a 
building to conduct their business must 
pay the price or go without. It should 
be borne in mind however, that there 
is a limit beyond which that upward 
tendency cannot be carried without 
danger of retarding the development of 
the city. As soon as property becomes 
so high in price that a building plac- 
ed upon it cannot be made to pay a 
reasonable return on the investment, 
that limit has been passed, and capital 
wiil look elsewhere for investment. 

During the present year Edmonton is 
likely to be visited by very important 
organizations including the Canadian 
Manufacturers Association, the Cana- 
dian Press Association, and one or two 
parties of influential United States 
journalists, under the auspices of the 
Western Canadian Immigration Agsso- 
ciation. It will be our duty to impress 
upon such visitors visitors the advan- 
tages of Edrnonton and surrounding 
district. In conclusion I beg to express 
my hearty, thanks to the Council and 
to the members of the Board for the 
interest maintained, often at very con- 
siderable inconvenience to themselves, 
and for the pleasing relations that have 
existed between myself and the mem- 
bers of the executive.

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THE LUMEBERMAN’ SDEMAND. 

Vanconyer, Feb. 93.—The biggest 
fight sawmiilmen and timber-own- 
ers in this province were ever in- 
terested in is Proceeding today at 


Victoria. It is the fight of the 
timber-owners of the province 
against the amendments of the 


Land Act, by which W. J. Bowser, 
M.L.A. for Vancouver, ‘seeks to 
impos: a graduated tax (in. addi- 
tion to the usual royalty of 50 cents 
per thousand feet) upon all timber 
cut in this provinee, save that on 
which taxes are paid to the Do- 
minion government. 

If Bowser has his way in accord- 
ance with notice of. motion which 
he gave on Thursday last, the tim- 
bér men will be called upon to pay 
the government in taxation all the 
way from $1 to $4 per thousand 
feet board measurt for all the tim- 
ber they cut in the province, with 
the before mentioned exception. 
And this taxation will be in addi- 
tion=to the regular royalty of 50 
ceuts per housand feet imposed by 
the first subsection of section 58 of 
the Land Act. 

The schedule under which the tax- 
ation will be imposed is that adopt- 
ed when the government decided to 
make the E. and N. railway timber 
lands pay a tax of 1 per cent. per 
1,000 feet if the timber‘ was manu- 
factured in British Columbia, and 
from $1 to $4 if the timber WAS ex- 
ported for manufacture. 


When Vancouver sawmill men and 
owners of timber became aware of 
the purport of the notice of: motion 
given by Bowser, they. became very 
anxious. On_ Saturday general con- 
sternation prevailed among them, and 
yesterday many:.went to*Victoria to 
attend today’s session of the House, 
when Bowser will bring up his mo- 
tion: ¢ 

On Thursday last Bowser gave no- 
tice of motion that he would. move a 
bill dntitled an Act to amend the Land 
Act, thet sub-section 2 of»section 58 of 
said chapter 113 of the Revised Statutes 
as enacted by.-section 9 ofLand Act 
Amendment Act, 1903, is amended by 
striking out ‘the folowing words in the 
Tifth and sixth lines: ‘that upon 
which a royalty is reserved ‘by this 
section or.’ 

Sub-section 2 of section 58 reads as 
follows, and the words Bowser rai 
to strike out appear in black: 

“There shall be due and payable fo 
His Majesty, his heirs and success- 
ors, a tax upon all timber cut within 
the Province of British Cojumbia, 
save and except that upon which a 
royalty is reserved by this section. or 
that upon which any royaity or tux is 
payable to the Dominion of Canada. 
which tax shall be in accordance with 
the schedules.’

MOTION TO DISCHARGE CITY 
ENGINEER. 


(Continued from page five.) 


Mr. Peck said that he had been in 
the habit up to May Ist, of making re- 
gular inspection and furnishing data for 
progress estimates. At that time Mr. 
Hargreaves told him that he would look 
after that part of the city work,and 
since that time he had not made any 
inspection of the work done. 


Engineer Hargreaves stated that he 
distinctly accepted the entire responsi- 
bility for all the progress estimates. 
He did not want to have any responsi- 
bility placed on any other shoulders. 
He did not try to make anything more 
than an approximate estimate, when is- 
suing progress estimate certificates. 
He said he had the figures now on 
which to make an accurate estimate 
and as it seemed to be the general wish 
of the council to have the figures: of 
the estimate he would be ready to sub- 
mit them at the next meeting. 


Alderman Picard moved that the re- 
port be laid on the table until the en- 
gineer made his report, but no seconder 
was found and Aldermen Mays and 
Latta moved that the report be adopted. 


Aiderman Boyle stated that he in- 
tended to vote for the motion, on the 
grounds that while the city was pro- 
tected in this particular case, the facts 
showed such a loose way of doing bus- 
iness that the city might not be as 
well protected on another contract. 


Acting Mayor Bellamy stated that he 
could not agree with Alderman Boyle. 
He thought that outside of a single 
clerical error the difference in the of- 
ficial measurements and progress es- 

timates was not so great as to en- 
danger the city’s interests and he 
thought it was due to the engineer that 
the report be laid on the table until 
he had a chance to make his report. 

Alderman Boyle said that he was go- 
ing to vote for the motion on the un- 
derstanding that the engineer was g0- 
ing to make a final estimate and that 
this final estimate was going tc be ab- 
solutely correct; but this, he said, was 
not the question, it was whether or not 
the progress estimates had been pre- 
pared in a business like manner. 


Alderman Bellamy said that the mo- 
tion to adopt the report was virtually 
a vote of want of confidence in the en- 
gineer and until the engineer had had 
an opportunity to put in his statement 
hd@ was not being done perfect justice. 
-He did not like to see the report ad- 
opted in that way. 


Alderman Smith said that he was go- 
ing to vote against the motion on the 
grounds that unless there was a charge 
against the engineer which could be 
substantiated, the council should not be 
to hasty in condemning the engineer 
and possibly getting a worse one in 
his place. 

The motion was put for the adoption 
of the report, and Aldermen Mays, 
Boyle and Latta yoted for the motion. 

Alderman Bellamy voted once as Act- 
ing Maycr and once as Alderman, and 
Aldermen Picard and Smith voted with 
him against the motion, making four 
votes. Acting Mayor Bellamy declared 
the motion lost. 

Alderman Mays said that he was 
sorry he had not spoken more strongly 
in favor of the motion. He was now 
going to speak as strongly as he new 
how in favor of a new motion, that 
the city engineer be asked for his} re- 
signation. 

; Alderman Latta said that he believed 
that the proper thing’ to do was to 
hold an investigation into the whole 
matter before taking action and if that 
investigation were provided for he 
would support the motion. 

Alderman Smith said that he had been 
approached on a great many occassions 
recently with regard to the plan laid 
on the table at the iast meeting of the 
council by the engineer, which provid- 
ed a sewage system for the west end 
but apparently ignored the east end. 
He considered that Mr. Hargreaves act- 
ed unwisely in submitting such a report 
as it looked as though the city engineer 
was working for one end of the’ city 
and not for another. 

Alderman Picard said the report wus 
only a report and until it had been act- 
ed upon by the council it was impotent. 

Alderman Boyle said he was going to 
vote for Alderman Mays motion asking 
for the engineers resignation.
